t's pretty clear today that organizers of Edmonton's 
2001 Track and Field Championships padded their 

bid to the IAAF with a generous helping of bullshit. 
They piled it pretty high, so they did 

This from their bid: 

“We propose to expand what is already the largest 
celebration of the world's cultures, Edmonton's Heri- 
tage Days Festival. Our New Millennium Festival will 
turn the city into a stage for an extraordinary 10 day 
extravaganza of globai music, dance, theatre, art, 
food, history and technology.” 

Uh-huh. That’s quite a proposal. Especially consid- 
ering no one even bothered talking about it with 
Dennis Fahlman, who runs Heritage Days. The first he 
heard about it was in his morning paper and his first 
reaction was “that’s not gonna happen.” And it won't. 
But Heritage Days will end up being a featured cultur- 
al event of the games. 

Josh Keller, who had been hired as project consul- 
tant for the 2001 championships’ festival, declined to 
have his contract renewed May 31. He quit because he 
didn’t trust that event organizers were as interested in 
the cultural/arts festival component of the games as 
they initially suggested. 

The total budget for the opening and closing cere- 
monies and festival ($4.3 million) is a pittance. So, is 
this really all it takes to successfully secure the third 
largest sporting event in the entire world? Totally 
unsupported and unresearched proposals? Unadult- 
erated speculation? Man, I need to get a new job: 
Nathaniel Fairbairn, Event Planner.

Organizers of next summer's 2001 World 
che ympionships in Athletics had proposed a New 
yillennium Festival that would “turn the city into a 
stage for a 10-day extravaganza” of art and culture 
qalled the New Millennium Festival, But now it 
appears the cultural component of the games, which 
jun Aug, 3 - 12 next year, will consist of a stage 
mong Sponsors’ exhibits at Sir Winston Churchill 
square during the day and bands performing outdoors 
,| Kinsmen Park during the evening. 

“(’s pitiful,” said Peter Mercer, executive director 
of the Downtown Business Association. “It is our 
yiderstanding that we attracted these games here to 
sowease Edmonton. So where's the showcase?” 

The Worlds are billed as the third largest sporting 
event in the world, second only to the Summer 
(Qlympics and World Cup of Soccer. It is predicted the 
event will draw a television audience of four billion. 

The Worlds put Edmonton in the international spot- 
ight, but Mereer said his association has been frus- 
trated at every turn in trying to make the festival work 
io the city’s advantage. Originally, games organizers 
planned extensive renovations to Sir Winston 
Churchill Square. The festival was to be centred in the 
gare, surrounded by Arts District venues such as 
the Edmonton Art Gallery, the Citadel Theatre and 
the Winspear Centre for Music. Then support for the 
idea, from Mayor Bill Smith in particular, disap- 
eared. 
‘| don’t-know who got to him, but he suddenly 
pulled a u-turn’ on_us,” Mercer said. 

Smith did not respond to requests for an interview. 

Other festival plans have been dropped by games 
organizers. A cultural steering committee had issued a 
call for submissions from artists and had booked arts 
venues, Including the Winspear, the Citadel, Jubilee 
Auditorium, Timms Centre for the Arts and St. 
Albert's Arden Theatre. Games organizers also spent 
about $100,000 of their $500,000 cash budget, in part 
on drawings of plans to turn Sir Winston Churchill 
Square into a civie plaza. 

But now proposals solicited from arts groups have 
been set aside, bookings at the indoor venues can- 
celled altogether and use of Sir Winston Churchill 
Square is being handed over to major sponsors of the 
Worlds. The square will now host Market Street, fea- 
turing displays from 16 corporate sponsors, including 
Coca-Cola, Adidas and Seiko, 

Mercer said his association asked organizers to 
move the Market Street area to 102 Street and 102 
Avenue so the festival, now dubbed Festival of the 
Worlds, could run in the heart of the Arts District, 
which also offers LRT stations connecting tourists to 
siadiums, But that idea was shot down. — 

“Imagine yourself a tourist from France: ‘Where the 
heck is Kinsmen Park?” Mercer said. “With respect to 
the Kinsmen’s park, where is it? It’s out of the loop.” 

Norma Lock, president of the 44-member 
Professional ‘Arts Coalition of Edmonton, is doubtful 
that the Festival of the Worlds will accurately reflect 
the city’s strong arts community.

Sprague said that at previous world championships 
major sponsors have been given room outside of sta 
diums, but without that kind of elbow room at local 
facilities, organizers chose Sir Winston Churchill 
Square to host Market Street. 

Concern about the festival among the city’s arts 
community grew a month ago when local arts admin- 
istrator Josh Keller declined to have his contract as 
festival producer renewed. Keller told SEE that festi 
val plans were being compromised by a “lack of finan- 
cial resources and government support.” 

The festival is now in the hands of Marti Kulich, 
who's also executive producer of the opening and 
closing ceremonies. 

Kulich declined to reveal details of the festival until 
plans have been finalized and he said he is continuing 
to meet with local arts groups to discuss their involve- 
ment. 

But it appears the Worlds will take advantage of 
overlaps between the CariFest celebrations down- 
town and Heritage Days, which runs for three days 
after the games begin. 

Dennish Fahlman, executive director of Heritage 
Days, said he was surprised to learn his event was 
mentioned in the original bid for the Worlds, but he’s 
pleased. 

“We are talking (with Worlds organizers) in terms 
of perhaps sponsoring the amphitheatre, and we'll 
take it,” Fahlman said. “It will have benefits for both 
of us.” 

The Worlds also overlap with the Edmonton 
International Folk Music Festival. 

“They're doing their thing and we're doing ours,” 
festival producer Terry Wickham said. Although there 
are no plans to co-produce or co-present artists, 
Wickham said he wouldn't rule out the possibility.

With the 
current overload of smooth 
urban music Hendrick says label 
representatives often overlook an 
artist’s music and focus primarily 
on the marketability of the pack- 
age. But following his Hollywood 
gigs at The Roxy Theatre and 
B.B. King’s Restaurant & Bar, 
Hendrick learned quickly that if 
recording labels refuse to recog- 
nize your talent right away, you 
must be willing to submit you 
work by any means possible. 

“(After) I got into the Quincy 
Jones’ label to drop off my 
(demo) package, a young guy 
came out and said that he 
couldn't accept any material. I 
told him that I came 3,000 miles 
from Canada and that I had noth- 
ing to lose . . . two days later he 
left a message on my machine 
and said he wanted to hear my 
stuff.” 

Although this didn’t lead to a 
record contract, Hendrick later 
had the opportunity to submit his 
lyrics to LFO and even observe

These experiences, combined 
with time, may eventually allow 
Hendrick to break into the music 
industry, but he’s not waiting for 
a move like that to solidify his 
career.

If 
you were there and don’t remem-

A couple of years ago he felt 
the itch to perform and record 
again and decided that Memphis 
was the place to head.

His slide work is 
very impressive and his support- 
ing east, which includes the 
charged and punctuating horn 
tandem of trumpet player Scott 
Thompson and saxophonist Art 
Edmaitson, cook up one irre- 
sistible groove after another. 

“As far as being a vocalist goes 
I'm more of a talker who leans to 
the style of Lightnin’ Hopkins or 
Bob Dylan,” Ruffner mentioned, 
adding that at his Jazz City show 
he'll devote much of the set to 
album tunes and make room for 
other originals like Angel Love, 
which Carlos Santana has been 
covering in his live show for three 
or four years now.

Local vocalist pushes her songs to the forefront for new project

anyss Nixi has been a fixture

crashed around her. After the 
demise of the band a few years 
back, Nixi began playing acoustic 
shows around town, often accom- 
panied by ex-Imagineer Robin 
Hunter on guitar and lap steel. In 
direct contrast to the harder-edged 
sound of her first band, Nixi found 
herself drifting back to the music 
she wrote before she was part of a 
band: 

“Ethereal country music. When I 
write music it usually ends up 
sounding like country music, even 
when I'm trying not to. I don’t 
know why... it might be the 
chords, or it might be just where 
we live.” 

It’s in the air? 

“Tt is. Everybody's doing it now, 
which makes it okay,” she jokes 
“but when I was doing it before, it 
wasn’t okay. That was when | was 
in Soft,” she explains. “We were 
having trouble writing and agree- 
ing near the end of the band. Just 
going off in different ways. Now 
people are coming up and saying, 
‘Oh, are you going to play your 
slow stuff, or are you going to play 
stuff from Soft? That was such a 
great band.’ And you know, 
nobedy ever said that when we 
were around. 

“Talways wonder,” she wryly 
finishes, “did they really like it, or 
are they just remembering that 
they liked it? I'm not sure.” 

With her new project, Nixi is try 
ing to keep a little bit of the hard 
edged yet ethereal feel that charac 
terized Soft, while mixing it in with 
her more natural sound. 

“I’m trying to find a new sound 
— maybe two sounds that normal- 
ly don’t go together but seem nat- 
ural once they mix. Something like 
the Cocteau Twins meeting up

“Uh, maybe more Iris Dement. 
It’s really not that much of a 
stretch to put the two together. 
Especially because the people I’m 
playing with are incredibly intu- 
itive. They're really good musi- 
cians.” 

Those musicians include the 
aforementioned Hunter on a range 
of instruments, Dale Ladouceur on 
Chapman Stick, Ron Samsom, and 
Mike McDonald, the legendary 
local songwriter and devastatingly 
honest critic, who’s serving as pro- 
ducer on the upcoming album. The 
plan is to round up this talented 
crew and heard them into Scott 
Franchuk’s Riverdale Studio, the 
scene of the Mike McDonald 
Band’s most recent recording, Is 
This thing On? Nixi is enthusias- 
tic about McDonald’s role as the 
whip cracker in the recording 
process. 

“He keeps everything on track. 
He’s got fresh ears, so he can com- 
ment on the songs because he has 
no sentimental attachment to 
them.” 

He’s a very blunt man, isn’t he? 

“He is, and he’s very courageous 
with his mouth,” she laughs. “But 
he never lashes out for no reason. 
What he says always makes sense.

Arguably Edmonton’s loudest, 
funniest, most brazen punk band, 
he Heroes have been rocking out 
the City of Champions for three 
ears now. The band leaves a last- 
impression on everyone who 
s them. Their on-stage antics 
pre unforgettable, with their witty 
on-stage banter, their dangerously 
acrobatic moves with the amps 
nd with each other and the partic- 
jpation they get out of their audi- 
ence: 

It hasn’t been an easy ride for 
poem, after being blacklisted by 
city promoters and recording 
songs for a seven-inch single, then 
not having enough money to pro- 
duce it. But the Heroes prevail. 

An interview with the Heroes is 
q harrowing experience. This one 
took place in the men’s washroom 
at New City Likwid Lounge. Pre- 
sent were charismatic front man 
Graeme MacKinnon, guitarist 
jance the Impaler, who refused to 
give his real name, as well as sev- 
eral club patrons who just needed 
0 relieve themselves. 

The Heroes attract an audience 
of punks and skinheads. But 
MacKinnon says whatever the 
presence of shaved heads at their 
shows has contributed to their rep- 
jlation, it’s based on big assump- 
mons. 

“Just because they have shaved 
heads, it doesn’t mean they're 
Nazis. It’s just‘an old movement 
that started in the ’60s with kids 
listening to reggae. 

“We're against any type of poli- 
tics,” says MacKinnon. “We prefer 
people who think for themselves.” 
The Impaler adds, “People knock 
us because we’re not political, 
although we do have a lot of pride 
in our city and country.” 

This nationalistic fervor has pre- 
cipitated problems for the band. 
last December, an incident broke 
oui when the Heroes were billed 
with Junto, a Saskatoon punk 
band that turned out to have some

“We had an exchange of words, 
one band to another,” says 
MacKinnon. “They ended up get- 
ting in our face for being patriotic 
and then everything blew up.” 

Following that encounter, as 
well as a few others, a number of 
Edmonton concert promoters 
blacklisted the Heroes from their 
venues. The decision, intended to 
reduce violence at punk gigs, was 
aimed solely at the Heroes. 

“If you go to a Wednesday Night 
Heroes show, there's no guarantee 
you'll see a fight,” says MacKin- 
non. “We all grew up in areas 
where we've been beaten up a lot 
and we’re sick of that shit.” 

It's surprising to learn 
MacKinnon is straight edge, con 
sidering his raucous behavior on 
and off stage and especially con- 
sidering the fact he works at a 
liquor store. “I don’t need booze to 
have fun,” he simply says. 

They list influences from Billy 
Idol, the Clash, Twisted Sister and 
any other band that can get a rise 
out of their parents. The Impaler 
speaks especially fondly of 
Twisted Sister. 

“People make fun of the way 
they look and the music they play, 
but they write anthems. Every 
song is about being young and hav- 
ing fun.” 

Fun’s great and everything, but 
there are also serious issues the 
band will lend their energies to. 
Their Monday night show at the 
New City Likwid Lounge is actual- 
ly a benefit for a special cause. 

“The show is for a friend of ours 
whose kitty might die,” says 
MacKinnon, “and if the benefit 
goes, the kitty will live.”

Wf ve always believed in the idea of using 
contrast. For me, there’s no sense in 
making something that’s entirely beauti- 
ful. If something’s all smooth then it has no 
edges — there's no point to it.” 
—Clifford Gilberto 

Anyone who has even just once listened to 
the 1998 Ninja Tune release of Clifford 
Gilberto’s début album, J Was Young and I 
Needed the Money (subtitled 14 Junk 
Classics), will see the truth in the above state- 
ment. Acclaimed for its knowledgeable and 
progressive characterization of funky cyber. 
jazz in the intense and neurotic format of elec- 
tronic drum + bass, it qualifies the notion that 
potentially incongruous elements can generate 
their own formidable musical force when mas- 
terfully integrated. 

Contributing further to his distinction as an 
electronic artist, is the original instrumentation 
from Gilberto in the studio and live perfor- 
mances where he plays bass or keyboards 
while running the sampler, mixer and laptop 
which comprise his ensemble. 

In a recent interview, the process and future 
direction of Clifford Gilberto’s music were

ith their presentation of 
Shakespeare's brilliant 
tragedy King Lear and the 
sophisticated comedy Much Ado 
About Nothing, Edmonton's Free 
Will Players are ushering in a pair 
of dysfunctional families to their 
river valley venue. 

Both plays feature fathers reject- 
ing daughters and squabbling half- 
prothers, Says artistic director 
james MaeDonald, and both are 
per fectly balanced dramatic 
works. 

*The plays both boast complex 
relationships, a great dynamic, a 
balance in their plots,” he said.

“Beatrice is one of those true 
early feminists who the world 
hasn’t caught up* too,” says 
Annette Loiselle, who plays the 
feisty character. 

With an independent spirit and 
sharp wit, Beatrice endlessly gets 
the better of her suitor and verbal 
sparring partner, Benedick (John 
Kirkpatrick). 

The play is a clever exploration 
of different kinds of romantic love.

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Hero and Claudio (Shannon Larson and Daniel Arnold) are, like, betrothed, man, in Much 


Claudio comes to doubt Hero’s 
faithfulness. 

That gullibility, as well as the 
various elaborate deceptions 
played out in the work, make for 
great theatre and wonderfully 
complex characterizations, says 
McCaw. 

“Their friends play these tricks 
and deceptions on Beatrice and 
Benedick to disavow them of the 
idea that they are immune to 
romance, but in the end it takes 
only a slight pinprick to underline 
the fact that the two are hopelessly 
in love.” 





Kirkpatrick and*hLoiselte also 
play lovers in King Lear (the cruel 
Duke of Cornwall and his wife 
Regan) creating an emotional con- 
nection that makes the transition 
between the plays easier. But the 
romantic sentiments in Much Ado 
definitely don’t cross over to King 
Lear. 

“This couple (Cornwall aid

Henna has been used since 3500 
BC and the henna plant grows in 
abundance throughout West Asia 
and North Africa. The leaves from 
the small shrub are picked, dried 
and crushed to a fine powder 
ready to be used as a base for col- 
oring the hair and skin. Neutral 
henna can used as a hair condi- 
tioner. According to www.henna- 
page.com the use of henna came 
from practical purposes. Because 
henna cools the body, palms, feet 
and hair were painted during 
extreme heat.

For Bobby Neel Adams, express- 
ing his outrage at the terror of land 
mines — 110 rnillion active mines 
in 68 countries claiming more than 
2,000 victims a month — took the 


form of a series of stark formal 
portraits that strive to return a 
basic sense of human dignity to its 
victims. 


“I didn’t want to approach the 
subject like it was a freak show,” 
says Adams of his series of photos 
taken in Cambodia and Mozam- 
bique, two countries particularly 
plagued by land mines. In effect, 
Adams is pulling his viewer in two 
directions. 

First and foremost he wants to 
remind his viewers of the inherent 
human dignity of the land-mine 
survivors he photographed, utiliz- 
ing the same formal niceties the 
renowned photographer uses 
when he takes portraits of power- 
ful corporate clients. “I was hoping 
that viewers wouldn’t even notice, 
wouldn't pay attention to the loss 
of a limb.” 

At the same time, Adams wants 
to outrage viewers and to encour- 
age action, even if the action is as 
simple as a subtle change of view- 
point. 

“I want people to realize when 
they look at these photos that 
these are people like us and that 
the picture you're looking at could 
just as easily be you or me,”

It’s hard to not feel calmer after 
spending some time with Sub- 
strate, Sadashi Inuzuka’s ceram 
ic/video installation. 

Inuzuka likes to explore natural 
shapes, forms and spaces and he 
loves opposites, as viewers can 
plainly see when they first enter 
the darkened room housing his 
work.

majority of the characters are broadly drawn stereo- 
types; scenes are disregarded before they properly 
finish; climactic moments are not milked for optimal 
dramatics, but all this makes the film genuinely — lit- 
erally — offbeat: the expected rarely transpires. 
Insouciance wins out over deft execution, but this 
gambit undercuts both the over-the-top elements and 
the contrived quirkiness to engaging effect. A clean 
version would be dumb. This messy version works. 
New Waterford Girl, like its protagonist, is given 
room to wander, and in doing so it sheds fresh light 
on a plot we’ve seen numerous times: the small town 
outsider, dreaming of escape. In this case, 15-year-old 
Mooney Pottie(Liane Balaban), who is feeling trapped 
in the tiny, Catholic enclave of New Waterford, Cape 
Breton. She wants to finagle her way out of town, but 
in the meantime, she rather prides herself in being the 
local loner-freak. She finds an unlikely ally in Lou 
Benoza (Tara Spencer-Nairn), the new girl in town 
who, unlike Mooney, desperately wants to fit in. The 
pair discover their divergent plans have some intrigu-
